Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-34 and 26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 15 
states the limitation "said flat carrier and said adhesive closure elements being unitary". 
This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed features, was neither found to be 
disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art.
